sought lafety close to Constantinople.

Three More Fleets Silenced

"The allied fleet today bomrdaded

sisted by the 1913 mother's pension 
act, because 55 of the 67 counties 
have made no effort to take advan­ 
tage ctf the measure. 
Scores of let­ 
ters fr»si poverty stricken mothers 
living in counties where the "pension 
law" is inoperative are on file in the 
auditor general's department patheti­ 
cally appealing for aid. 


These mothers understood there is a 
pension system that is designed to 
help them, and they want to know 
why some mothers are helped 
andj 
others are not. The auditor general,, 
whose department has charge of ad­ 
ministering the state fund apporpriat- 
ed for this work, is compelled to re­ 
ply that although there is a "mother's 
pension" system prevailing inPennsyl-1 
vania, it is operating only when the' 
separate counties choose to co-oper­ 
ate with its provisions. The mother

of the product of chiid poverty. Chil­ 
dren are naturally fine human beings, 
but poverty atul the. blight of char­ 
ity ruins them and makes them un­ 
desirable citizens. The mothers pen­ 
sion system by abolishing child pov­ 
erty will save _biliions of dollars to 
the iax°payers of this nation."
